This  shows  an  increase  of  24  over  1950  and  deaths  over  live  births 
a decrease  in  population  of  7. 

Table  1.  gives  a classification  of  the  cause  of  death  and  the 
number  attributed  to  each  cause.  There  were  3 deaths  attributed  to 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  1950  but  this  year  there  are  3 deaths 
attributed  to  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  as  well.

37  notifications  were  received  and  of  these  13  were  of 
children  in  the  age  group  5 to  10  years.  This  shows  a 
decrease  of  27  as  compared  with  last  year’s  notifications, 

Y/hooping  Cough 

62  notifications  were  received  and  the  majority  were  in 
the  age  groups  4-5  and  5-10  years,  the  number  being  13 
and  27  respectively. 

Poliomyeli tis 

One  case  was  notified  which  was  a boy  aged  16  years,  who  was 
removed  to  Over  Isolation,  Nr.  Gloucester,  on  5/9/51. 

Ten  days  previous  to  admission  to  Isolation  Hospital,  he 
visited  the  cinema  at  Chepstow,  when  boys  from  the  Army 
Apprentice  School,  Beachley,  might  have  been  present. 
Poliomyelitis  has  been  reported  at  Beachley. 

The  boy  did  not  feel  well  the  next  day  after  the  visit  to 
the  cinema.

On  the  15/12/51  a notification  was  received  that  a teacher  in 
on  of  the  schools  in  the  area  was  suffering  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  with  a positive  sputum.  It  was  decided  to  tuberculin 
skin  test  the  school,  to  x-ray  the  positive  reactors,  and  to  offer 
B.C.G-.  vaccination  to  the  negative  reactors;  this  was  suggested  by 
the  Chest  Physician.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA, 


W^JER . There  was  some  acute  shortage  of  water  in  the  year  under 
' review,  at  drought  periods,  more  particularly  at  Llanishen 

where  the  shortage  was  due  mainly  to  lack  of  pumping  capacity 
rather  than  fall  in  yield  at  -’ource.  Such  fall  in  yield  as 
did  occur  in  dry  peri or  was  insufficient  to  operate  the 
duplicate  hydrams,  leaving  one  hydram  only  in  operation.  At 
such  periods  the  supply  available  fr omreservoir  is  less  than 
25$  of  available  water  at  source.  This  is  to  be  remedied  by 
installation  of  a diesel  engine  Dumping  unit  to  operate  at 
dry  weather  flow. 

The  supply  at  Raglan  was  much  improved  in  dry  weather  periods 
following  the  installation  of  Electrical  Pumping  Unit  to  re- 
place hydrams. 

Gravit/ati on  supplies  at  Llandogo,  Narth  and  Skenfrith  were 
well  maintained.

The  waters  generally  are  not  liable  to  plumbo- 
soTvenTf "action .’  The  exception  is  a small  gravitation  supply  at 
the  Narth,  There  is  no  contamination  with  lead,  all  services 
being  in  copper  or  galvanised  pipes,  in  that  area.

TRELLECK  & DISTRICT.  A much  needed  scheme  for  aoiped  water  supply  to 
'thTs'  "ar e¥  and  some  surrounding  districts  Is  now  actively  under 
consideration  in  accordance  with  Rural  water  Supnlies  Act  of 
1944.  The  proposed  source  of  supply  at  Ffynnon  Gaer  Springs 
has  a high  degree  of  purity  and  a minimum  yield  of  92,000 
gallons  per  day.  The  necessary  Abstraction  Order  has  been  made 
in  accordance  with  the  Water  Act,  1945  and  1948  following 
Public  Inquiry  into  the  Council's  application.

DRAINAGE  & SEWERAGE.  There  were  no  extensions  to  existing  Sewers 

* during’  the'  year . A new  sewer  and  disposal  works  was  provided 
in  tho  village  of  Rockfield  to  which  12  Council  Houses  were  a 

connected  and  in  addition  the  adjoining  village  School.  ™ 

Active  consideration  is  being  given  to  extension  of  sewers  at 
Raglan . 

RIVERS  & STREAMS . Pollution  is  slight  in  this  area. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION.  Excepting  Raglan  and  Llandogo  wards  closets 
are  mainly  on  the  Conservancy  System  . The  area  is  not 
populous  or  closely  built.  Fifteen  conversions  to  water  closets 
were  effected  during  the  year  on  private  premises. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT.  No  action  was  found  necessary  in  connection  with 
ISmoke' “Abatement .

PUBLIC  CLEANSING.  House  Refuse  is  collected  once  weekly  in  Raf^lan 
arfd*  MonYhly  in  remainder  of  District. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  & POOLS.  There  are  no  public  baths  in  this  area. 

— — are  no  privately  owned  baths  open  to  the  public. 

INFESTATION.  Premises  are  generally  free  from  Verminous  infestation. 

SHOPS.  No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  under  the  Shops  Act,  1950 
relating  to  Ventilation,  temperature  and  sanitary  conveniences. 
No. of  inspections  are  included  in  summary  below, 

CAMPING  SITES.  Five  sites  were  used  for  camping  during  the  year. 

~13r  licences  were  issued  for  a camping  site  under  section  269  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Estimated  number  of  campers  resident  in  the  area  at  one  time 
during  1951  - 200.  Camps  were  mainly  of  short  duration  for 
periods  of  about  14  days  consisting  of  Scout  Troups. 

SCHOOLS.  Routine  Inspections  of  schools  have  been  regularly  carried 
"""’out.  The  majority  of  elementary  schools  in  the  area  are 

situated  in  Villages  without  a piped  water  supply  and  with  NO 
sewers . 

Rockfield  N.P.  School.  The  accommodation  at  this  school  was 
converged’  to  water  YTosets  with  connections  to  Council  Sewer. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  existing  schools  with  water  supply 
available  and  with  earth  closets  should  be  converted  to 
water  closets  with  septic  tank  drainage.  This  matter  is  being 
pursued  with  the  authorities.
